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JIMMY FALLON GIVES BACK AND | 
ENTERTAINS FROM HOME 


Sagaponack’s Jimmy Fallon, who 
hosts The Tonight Show starring Jimmy 
Fallon, is a funnyman with a big_ heart. 
With his endless good nature and genuine 
love of the Hamptons, Fallon is the kind of 
celebrity we're proud to call an East Ender. 

For over a month, Fallon has been hosting a 
remote version of his popular NBC late-night talk 
_ show from his East End home, incorporating 
_ wife Nancy and kids Frances Cole, 5, and 
Winnie Rose, 6, into the irreverent and fun 
broadcasts. 

Fallon spoke with Entertainment Weekly in 
April about working from home and gave some 
funny, sweet insights. When asked about having 
his wife, a TV producer herself, appear on camera, 
Fallon said, ‘She’s a little freaked out. She said, 
‘Don’t tell them anything in the interview.’ I go, 
‘It’s fine.’ She says, ‘I don’t want to hear it.’ She 
has stepped in behind the scenes. She does not 
like being on camera at all. She’s cool, but she’s 
like, ‘I don’t want to hear how I looked. I don’t 
want to hear anyone ask. I’m so much better 
being an audience member.” 

The personality’s adorable daughters 
have joined in the fun, as well. During one of 
his monologues, the girls _ started 
arguing about gummy worms and 
interrupted him. Winnie demanded to know 
why Frances got a candy while she didn’t, 
and Fallon explained that Frances was given 
one to get her to sit down and take it down a 
notch, while Winnie was already calm and sorted.

The bread and butter of  Fallon’s 
At Home episodes, of course, have been 
the interviews he’s done, including one 
with Amagansett’s Alec Baldwin.

DOWN IN THE TUBE 

The Hamptons Subway opened for business on 
Thursday, May 21. It had been hoped it could 
open six days earlier so all the celebrities who 
would be using it could be reported upon in this 
newsletter, but because of the unexpected delay, 
which will be explained further along, the open- 
ing took place after our newsletter’s deadline. As 
a result, we can only report on the dignitaries on- 
hand for the subway’s ceremonial first ride, which 
did happen just hours before the deadline. Riding 
were Southampton Town Supervisor Jay Schnei- 
derman, East Hampton Town Supervisor Peter 
Van Scoyoc, New York State Assemblyman Fred 
Thiele and State Senator Ken LaValle. Congress- 
man Lee Zeldin was supposed to show but didn’t. 
Reportedly he was having a private meeting with 
Mr. Trump in Washington, so that is excusable. 
Anyway, for the next day and the crowds and ce- 
lebrities, go to DansPapers.com, which keeps up- 
to-the-minute celebrity tallies. 


THE DELAY 
Six days before: the scheduled re-opening, an 
extraordinary thing happened on the sidewalk 
above our subway entrance on Main Street, 
Southampton. At 3 p.m. that day, pedestrians 
reported that two alarmed giraffes had come up 
the stairs, run down the sidewalk and gone across 
Jobs Lane. The police had been’called, but the gi- 
raffes had run off into the woods at North Sea be- 
fore they arrived. On hearing this, Commissioner 
Aspinall, who was at a reopening planning meet- 
ing, immediately ordered the entire 56-mem- 
ber Hamptons Subway police force, laid off 
during the COVID-19 crisis, to report for work 
at 9 a.m. the next morning—armed with flash- 
lights, nightsticks, radios and sidearms—to 


head down every subway stairway to see what _ 


was going on. 
What they found was extraordinary. In every 


tunnel, groups of animals were self-sheltering in 


recently built nests. They would need to be re- 
moved. Twenty-eight raccoons were rousted out 
of the subway tunnel between Amagansett and 
East Hampton and chased up the stairs at Panti- 
go. Wolves nesting in a storage room in the tunnel

between Wainscott and Georgica put up such a 
fight that environmentalists had to be called in to 
dart the animals with a sleep potion so they could 
be taken out and let loose into the farm fields of 
Sagaponack. 

“No animals were harmed during this opera- 
tion,” Commissioner Aspinall announced. 

Garter snakes were chased along the tracks east 
of Napeague to slither themselves up at Hither 
Hills. Scorpions were sent up at Noyac. And a pair 
of mountain lions, in a foul mood at having been 
awakened,-were sent up the stairs to the sidewalk 
at Main Street, Sag Harbor, from their den in the 
tunnel under Bay Street. 

The Commissioner announced at a news con- 
ference on Wednesday that all the critters had 
been removed and the subway system, after 
the ceremonial first ride, would be open at 8 
a.m. Thursday morning. A work-around had 
been decided upon about the colony of rare 
poisonous iguanas between Mecox and Water 
Mill, a giant hippopotamus that had become 
stuck in the tunnel near Trout Pond in Noy- 
ac, and a gaggle of endangered piping plovers 
on the platform of our station at Main Beach, 
East Hampton. 

At all three locations, he said, passengers will 
disembark at these blockages and walk, escorted, 
along the dark tunnel catwalks to waiting subway 
trains just beyond these problems. 

“You will be able to briefly observe these endan- 
gered species exhibiting their native behaviors on 
the tracks below the catwalks, a special treat, for 
as long as it lasts.” he said.

NEW DEPT. STANDARDS DEVASTATE 
BEARDY COPS 

After years of breaking up protests from area 
residents, members of the Hamptons Police 
Department, from dispatchers to officers and 
even some top brass, formed their own picket 
line this week to speak out against new health, 
fitness and grooming standards they're calling 
“outrageously unfair.” 

According to an internal Department memo 
leaked this week, HPD employees at all levels 
must adhere to more stringent personal hygiene 
and workout regimens. Further, the memo says 
male police and support staff are no longer 
permitted to grow facial hair, and all haircuts 
must be close-cropped. “With the advent 
of Memorial Day weekend and the return to 
summer, we cannot stress enough the importance 
of employees maintaining an organized and well- 
kept appearance,” the orders conclude, adding, 
“We will be happy to revisit these rules after 
Labor Day.” 

The new standards have proved especially 
devastating to certain officers, including Hans and 
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SOUTHAMPTON 


Oskar Miitter, who have been preparing 
for “der Festspiele Bart,” the world’s most 
respected professional bearding contest, 
held each July in Diisseldorf, Germany. 
“My brother and I may be police officers, 
but we live for bearding competitions,” a 
still-bearded Hans said through tears on 
Wednesday. “Removing our beards is no 
different than ripping out our hearts,” he 
continued. 

“Hans and I have spent the last 18 
months growing our facial hair in 
anticipation of this contest,” Oskar added, 
stroking his voluminous face mane. “We 
came close to placing last year, and cutting 
our beards now would deprive us of any 
chance at that prize money. It’s a violation of our 
rights.” 

The der Festspiele Bart website notes that 
prizes for finalists range from $35,000 for placing 
in various smaller events—such as Skinniest 
Long Moustache, Softest Natural Beard, Softest 
Oiled Beard or Densest Soul Patch—to $1 million 
for the man or. woman crowned as Bart Konig 
Kaiser, the event’s grand champion. Both Miitter 
brothers, who currently sport 36-inch beards, say 
they are serious contenders for a variety of prizes, 
which could ultimately earn enough points for 
the festival’s largest payout and Bart Konig Kaiser 
glory. 

“We know what people think, but this is not 
a joke to us,” Hans pointed out. “I know the 
Department doesn’t like our beards, and my 
brother and I are pretty certain creating all these 
new rules is just a deft cover to get us to cut them 
off.” 


SOUTHOLD 
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EAST; HAMPTON 


Indeed, the HPD rulebook has never addressed 
facial hair, fitness or hygiene, but spokesman 
Rex Gallant says it was never an issue. “We're 
not focusing on any employee in particular with 
the new standards,” he explained this week. 
“The Department realized we had a hole in 
our rules, and we wanted to cover ourselves 
before we end up with slovenly officers coming 
to work unkempt, unclean and in no shape to run 
or perform their duties,” the handsome, clean- 
shaven and muscular PR guru added. “Yes, this 
may have happened at my suggestion, but it had 
nothing to do with the Miitter brothers, no matter 
how ridiculous they look in uniform.” 

Other HPD employees argue that asking them 
to slim down and/or clean up their appearance 
is unfair and discriminatory. As of Thursday, 
the new standards were not being enforced and 
both Hans and Oskar Miitter were wearing their 
beards in long, luxurious braids. &&

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he arrival of the pandemic came at a time of much activity for me, and 
for the band. Winter 2019-2020 was unusually busy for us, the flurry 
of holiday gigs continuing into the new year, hurrying to finish putting 
together a new CD—actually a compilation of older material plus three new 
tracks—in time for a May | wedding wherein the client had pre-ordered 
200 copies. Where typically the post-New Year’s [ull would allow perhaps a 
mini-vacation, much-needed time off, this winter was all business. And there 
was a summer season of shows to book, confirm, alert musicians to. It was 
to culminate in a concert at Bay Street in Sag Harbor on March 28. Tickets 
were moving, | had booked time on local radio shows to promote the concert, 
_ the usual effort we make to ensure a good turnout. 
_ And then...nothing. 

Call it willful ignorance, denial. How can one plan for such a thing? Our 
last show was March I, in Manhattan, a particularly spirited affair, with much 
hugging and hand-shaking going on. | remember thinking, “Hmmm, maybe 
this is not all that advisable...” 

Within a week or two, the concert was cancelled, the recording sessions 
suddenly impossible and the wedding on May | postponed to 202I. 

Since then it has been one day at a time—trying to not get overwhelmed 
by scenarios that seem worse each day, with predictions more dire and 

. disheartening. The 2020 date book full of names and numbers scribbled in 
ink now seems like something frozen in time. The guys in the band and | text 
updates, jokes, song ideas—none of us knowing when we will be in the same 

room, tuning up and hoping to find that groove again. 

What to do? Is making music even valid now? Is strapping on a guitar and 
‘crooning at a time like this possibly an insult to those who are suffering 
greatly? 

_ Even the idea of online concerts left me overwhelmed. Who wants to see 
just me in my house, plucking and yowling away? That is not gonna happen. 

But then Dawn Manwaring from the Cutchogue-New Suffolk Library called 
with the proposal that | do just that—a live, online show from my house, 
broadcast on Facebook, sponsored by as many East End libraries as she 
could convince. How does that grab you? 

re Faced with a challenge and sensing Dawn’s enthusiasm, | said yes. At least 

- it will force me to get into musical shape again—as you know, the ‘chops’ 
wither away immediately upon neglect and disuse. My devoted wife, Heather, 
agreed to take on the lion’s share of technical support, as | have proven 
monumentally inept in that department.

Our first attempt was a colossal failure! Twenty minutes before showtime, 
we somehow lost internet connection. Dread and depression set in. | was 
inconsolable, unreachable, with a belly full of self-pity. You see? These online 
shows are worthless! 

We agreed, however, to try it again the following week. The libraries now 
numbered !5—from Montauk to Deer Park—all signed on as co-hosts of the 
show, generously sponsoring our little endeavor. Friday came, and this time 
the gremlins were gone. We broadcasted from my little office, with a navy- 
blue curtain behind me, a couple of stage lights and just me and the guitar, 
all nervous as hell. 

What then happened is something | had not anticipated. My ignorance of 
how these things work and my preoccupation with my own selfish concerns—| 
am, after all, a bit of rockabilly diva—left me unaware that the folks watching 
the show online were able to type messages on-screen, to me, to each other. 
Dozens of them! Comments, hellos, we miss you’s, requests for this song, for 
that song, etc. During the hour-long performance, | was not able to really 
respond—squinting at a little monitor to my right. But afterward, Heather 
and | re-watched the show, and it was a hugely emotional experience. 

Mixed with the sheer relief that the ordeal was over, and that | managed 
to not make a total ass of myself, was the realization of how | was just a 
small part of something bigger than my grumpy ego. It was really about how 
much the fans missed this part of their lives, how important it was for people 
to reconnect, to share the music again—friends and fans with so much in 
common. A community. “How are you doing?” “We’re OK, we miss you!” 
“Can't wait to dance again!” “We are dancing here in the living room now!” 
“We love you!” Some 2,000 people watched at least a portion of the show, 
with a steady 250 to 300 watching throughout. Now, that ain’t Springsteen 
or Billy Joel numbers, but for us, this bond we’ve built for 30 years is rather 
significant, and at a time when there are virtually no happy headlines, the 
opportunity to remind each other of good days and better days to come was 
a downright celebration. 

| was left humbled, grateful and happy. 

And now, | am inspired. Inspired to write new songs, to figure out a way to 
record them, to get the full band involved in a presentation. | signed up to 
do four more online shows this month, and | am excited to do new material 
and old favorites, because my friends, fans, my family, my town, reminded me 
that music is essential to the community and to the human spirit, and that 
somehow, someday we'll do more celebrating soon.

The Rising of a Monster McMansion Rattles a Secluded Novelist 


BY DAN RATTINER 


O ne of the best passages I’ve ever read in 
a book appears in the opening chapter 
of fellow Hamptonite Roger Rosenblatt's 
Lapham Rising.’ 


Beautiful Cathy Polite, a real estate Fad . 


walks down the sloping lawn of a great East 
Hampton mansion toward the small wooden 
dock that sticks out into Georgica Pond. It is 
8 a.m. on a Saturday morning. The sky is blue, 
the sun is warm. 

She stops and looks around. Mansions owned 
by various Masters of the Universe line the 
shorefront of Georgica Pond, everywhere. She 
slowly takes off all her clothes. She is about 
to perform the single greatest marketing move 
ever by any real estate agent serving the rich, 
anywhere. And she does this every Saturday 
morning, exactly at 8 a.m. 

Her clothes are stacked up in a little pile. Now 
naked, she walks out to the end of the dock, stops 
again—from inside the mansions, people are 
watching her while pretending to not be watching 
her—then gathers herself up and dives expertly 
into the pond. And so the book begins. 

Roger Rosenblatt lives with his wife and 
family in Quogue. He is the Distinguished 
Professor of English and Writing at Stony Brook 
Southampton, has written more than a dozen 
books and thousands of essays, has won Polk, 
Peabody and Emmy Awards, and has performed 
hilarious monologues—one most recently that I 
happily attended at Long Wharf in Sag Harbor. 
And he gave the keynote speech at the awards 
ceremony of the Dan’s Papers Literary Festival I 
hosted several years ago. Other keynote speakers 
in other years were E.L. Doctorow, Car] Bernstein, 
Tom Wolfe, Bob Caro, Dava Sobel and Walter 
Isaacson, so he was in good company. 

At that festival, I told him how much I loved 
Lapham Rising. A friendship followed, mostly 
long-distance by email. Quogue is a wealthy 
hideaway off the beaten path at the other end 
of the Hamptons from where I live in East 
Hampton, and we carried on by sending witty 
comments back and forth for a while. 


D: How do you play on words? 

R: By ear. The way I do everything. 

D: Sex too? 

R: You're a sick person, Rattiner 

D: Said like a true ear fetishist. 

R: You must be thinking of Leopold and Loeb. 


Partway through this correspondence, Roger

told me that Lapham Rising was being made into 
a movie. Nothing he’s ever done has been made 
into a movie. He told me the set for the movie 
was in Minnesota, which was standing in for 
the Hamptons. (It’s too expensive filming in the 
Hamptons.) I'd occasionally get an update from 
Roger, sometimes even a photo he’d taken up there 
at the filming in places in Minnesota with names 
such as Owagonna, Lake Minnetonka, Excelsior 
(a stand-in for Southampton Main Street) and 
Wayzata. He had written the screenplay. So they 
needed him. This was in the spring of 2019. 

This film is no small thing. Leading roles are 
played by Tony winner Stockard Channing (The 
Good Wife, It’s Only a Play), Tony nominee 
Bobby Cannavale (Boardwalk Empire) and four- 
time Tony winner Frank Langella (Frost/Nixon, 
Fortune’s Fool). Some 20 other actors complete 
the cast. 

One picture from the movie Roger sent me was 


of the little dog Hector sitting in a rowboat. 

“Hector is a boy dog,” wrote Roger. “But when 
they sent me a photo of the dog who plays Hector, 
it was a girl.” 

How did he know? He had seen the dog’s 
underside. This was important because Hector 
is a talking dog—though only the film’s lead 
character, Harry March, can hear him—so he has 
a big part and Hector is a boy’s name. Anyway, 
they worked around it. 

According to Rosenblatt, Lapham Rising the 
movie closely follows the book. And the book 
takes certain liberties. For example, Georgica 
Pond has a small island in it. And on it, Harry 
March, the celebrated novelist now retired, lives 
with his dog in the only house on the island, a 
Colonial saltbox built by his forbears in 1675. The 
two, when the need arises, come and go from the 
island in a rowboat. They might row off for dog 
food or the mail. (CONTINUED ON PAGE 38)

Mostly, however, people bring them things. 
Canned goods. Scotch. Harry is an irascible 
old coot, doing nothing at all on his island but 
enjoying the water fowl in the pond and talking 
to Hector. He drinks a bit. But he’s a nice guy. 
And he tells visitors he is still working on his 
new book, when he isn’t. Sometimes a star- 
struck college student or two will show up to 
breathlessly ask him questions. He puts up with 
it. A friend is the real estate agent. Another friend 
is a town official. The town is glad to have him. 
Old coot or not. 

Trouble begins when a bulldozer shows up to 
demolish 10 acres of woods on Georgica Pond’s 
far shore directly opposite Harry’s island. Harry 
wants to know what is happening. The town 
official tells him a- billionaire named Lapham 
is building a massive new home—the largest 
ever built in the Hamptons. A hundred and fifty 
thousand square feet. And it’s all legal. 

As the book, and the movie, progress, this 
massive project slowly begins to rise. At night, 
Harry and Hector row over to examine the 
construction. It is vast, unbelievable, a palace 
to opulence beyond measure. He walks around. 
There are movie theaters, a gymnasium, several 
swimming pools and a waterfall. At one point, 
Harry writes a scathing letter to Lapham, who 
he does not know, demanding that it all be taken 
back down. 

One aspect of this new “home” is a huge 
machine powered by jet engines thyat controls 
the weather on the property. It can take in 
unpleasant clouds, rain or mist, and with the 
use of high-velocity fans, spit it all back out 


into the surrounding community, thus providing 
the Lapham property a steady 80-degree sunny 
summer's day. 

The book rises to an emotional climax as if 
reaches the end. Harry has exchanged three 
letters with Lapham, whose reply essentially 
is that he is going ahead with it and he doesn’t 
care anything about Harry, but written to Harry 
in cloying, friendly, aren’t-we-just-pals syntax, 
which Harry is convinced has been brushed on by 
professional public relations persons. 

So Harry now proceeds to Plan B. Desperate 
measures. What he does, on his little island, is 
build an enormous wooden catapult out of the 
great pile of junk accumulated over the centuries 
next to his house. Slowly, we learn what Harry’s 


mission is. On a dark night just as Lapham is — 


about to move in, Harry is going to place a great 
many oily rags in the catapult’s bucket, set the 
pile on fire and launch it across the pond to 
Lapham’s property and burn this monstrosity to 
the ground. But I won’t tell you the ending. It’s 
dramatic, unexpected and, well, I ain’t giving no 
spoiler alert here. 

I didn’t hear from Roger for a few Gents after 
our initial email exchanges. And then, in the 
beginning of March this year, he wrote me the 
following four sentences. 

“Just checking. Are you all right? You can 
always come to us. Quogue has been self- 
quarantined since 1636.” 

Actually, the East End wasn’t settled until 
1640, and that was in Southampton, not Quogue, 
but never mind. 

I told him we were fine but wondered how the 


film was going since he hadn’t written anything 
about it in a while. When would it come out? 
He told me to ask Charlie Kessler, the director. 
Before I called him, I decided to educate myself 
by Googling the film Lapham Rising. The latest 
article about it was published by Deadline. 

“This is a gem of a project, with a stellar cast,” 
one of the producers was quoted as saying. “It’s 
an honor for us and our partners to be able to 
bring a production of this pedigree to Minnesota.” 

But that was in May of 2019. And it was 
the latest thing written about Lapham Rising. 


Exactly a year ago. 


Charlie Kessler assured me everything was | 
moving along. Filming is done. It’s in post 
production and there are special effects and CGI 
additions being added and it is taking a while.

I would like to think that my painting, “America 
the Beautiful,” might honor those who died 
while serving our country. Memorial Day is an 
emotional time for so many people. Millions of 
Americans have died in the service of our country 
and they are the ones we honor on that one 
day. Each Memorial Day, volunteers place flags 
on veterans’ graves, memorials, and all along 
Main Road on the North Fork. These are small 
flags, the kind kids wave at parades. You can see 
them, one after another, for miles, nestled among 
wildflowers, grassy patches, and newly plowed 
farm rows. Maybe because of their tiny size, they 
always tug at my heart. And now I am hoping that 
my painting might also honor those who have 
lost their lives in the war that we are fighting 
right now, COVID-19. As I create art during this 
pandemic, I can understand how an artist might 
paint dark images expressing grief and sadness. I 
have found that I am actually inspired to create 
art with brilliant colors and subjects that could 
possibly bring joy and hope. 


How have the COVID-I9 pandemic and social 
distancing changed your art-creation process? 

Since the beginning of the pandemic, I have 
felt an urgency to create even more art. The 
creative process has always been meditative for

me. I become completely immersed and literally 
unaware of my surroundings. And if I’m not 
painting, I’m thinking about it. It’s an escape 
from the overwhelming amount of information 
and emotional upheaval the pandemic has 
brought into our lives. 


Talk about your style. 

My style may be described as Contemporary 
Impressionist. I don’t include a lot of precise 
details and hopefully this invites the viewer 
to participate in the interpretation. My brush 
strokes are visible and might suggest a feeling of 
movement. An unexpected highlight or shadow 
can also suggest a time of day and I think that’s 
important. 


Tell us about your artistic process. 

I like to work outdoors. This can be extremely 
challenging, but that rarely stops me. I haul all 
my equipment in the back of the car or camper 
and set up when I find a great scene. I take lots of 
photos so I can reference the changes in the light. 
Sometimes I do several versions of the same scene 
and look for an element of surprise that might 
give the painting energy. I try to find an unusual 
perspective or maybe one that is comforting in its 
familiarity. Color mixing happens on the palette 
with a palette knife; other times mixing right on 
the canvas. Or I might just put the paint on the 
canvas straight from the tube. I use all kinds of 
brushes, and sometimes bare hands. Messy stuff. 


What inspires you the most? 


Nature is the most powerful inspiration for 
me. It stops me in my tracks. I have painted the 
swamps of the Everglades, the deserts of the 
southwest, the dunes of Shinnecock and Montauk, 
and the skies over Peconic and Moriches Bays. 
Endless possibilities. 


if you weren't an artist 
what would you be doing? 

I think I would most likely find something 
else that I could work at obsessively. It’s in my 
nature. The creative process is something that 
just takes over all your senses. I think all artists, 
musicians and writers might feel the same way. 
In college I studied art as well as music in college 
and continued throughout my career as a music 
teacher. No matter what I might have done as a 
career, I think I would still have needed to create 
art. It’s part of who I am. 


What words of insight, inspiration 
or encouragement would you like to 
offer to your fellow artists and to all 

those who enjoy your work? 

I feel that creating art gives an artist the 
opportunity to bring joy to other people while 
at the same time giving ourselves the gift of 
serenity. As far as advice to fellow artists, I would 
say to paint as much as possible, and then paint 
some more. To those who enjoy and support my 
art, 1 am grateful. The sharing is half the fun!

Throughout history, art has served as a 

‘reflection of the times—sometimes 
mirroring the spirit of the era and other times 
rebelling against it. In the age of COVID- 
19, East End artists have been tasked not 
only with adjusting to the temporary closure 
of art galleries and strict social distancing 
guidelines, but also with deciding what 
themes, whether pandemic-related or blissful 
escapism, they want their new works to 
convey. Our Hamptons and North Fork artists 
share their thoughts. 


ADJUSTING THE ART-CREATION 
PROCESS 


When I'm really into painting, I don’t care 
about anything but what is on the canvas. If 
it’s coming out well, I’m satisfied in a way 
that cannot be compared. I have a genuine 
relationship with each painting I make, it 
is just like a relationship with a person... I 
have at least three different painting projects 
going—a brand-new, custom-built canvas that 
will be a horizontal wave and two paintings 
that I’m almost finished with, just adjusting 
the color on. The wonder of oil paint is that it 
is easy to make adjustments. I have to remind 
myself that the challenging act of painting 
satisfies like nothing else. So, if at all possible, 
I must put the blinders on to everything else 
and just paint. — Casey Chalem Anderson 


I had previously booked models for studio 
sessions, something I had wanted to initiate, 
only to find these engagements had to be 
cancelled. To circumvent this “stay at home” policy, I 
began reaching out online, portraying select subjects. 
There were some interesting notables I had in my 
sights to paint their portrait someday. During the 
lockdown, I chose a deaf, blind, albino, 9-year-old kid, 
whom I had a pressing curiosity for and befriended his 
family over the years. He reminded me of my previous 
visits to the Helen Keller Center for the Blind, only 
he has a double whammy of being deaf. In finishing 
this painting last week, I created a frame for it with an 
etching of one of my poems in braille on the frame’s 
perimeter. This has been a successful—and fun too—

collaboration with the parents who shared photos 
for this long-distance project. For me, this portrait 
conveys that sense of imposed isolation of deafness 
and blindness, especially the ravages of disease in 
quarantine. This type of portraiture is meaningful on 
a personal level and is a most delightful new trend for 
me. — Charles Wildbank 


I normally paint outside this time of year, but we’ve 
been asked to work inside if we can. So I’m currently 
inside, enlarging landscapes from smaller sketches. 
It’s something I normally do in the winters, so it’s

just extended my studio period a bit longer. I 
remember reading that some of the best French 
landscape painters came from cities, where 
they were stuck inside much of the winter and 
that their inspiration exploded when they were 
able to see the countryside again. I’ve felt like 
that the few days we’ve been able to get outside. 
Incredibly inspired after being confined inside 
for a couple months. I also finished a large 
painting of yellow lupine on the edge of a cork 
forest that I started onsite, but then had to 
finish inside with the lockdown. I tried to keep 
the beauty of the spring outside in my mind as 
I worked. — Marc Dalessio 


Not much is different in my home studio, 
but what has changed is not being able to 
shop at my local art supply store. In the past, 
I would envision a new painting and head to 
the shop—now, I have to order online, and that 
usually takes longer than in-person shopping!

This has been a very challenging time for 
everyone. As an artist, I've used my creative 
ability by connecting with many people through 
social media. I find that technology has helped 
me be creative during this virtual time. Now, 
don’t get me wrong, I have not abandoned my 
ability to use my paintbrush and various media 
whenever I can and feel the urge to.

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hen you look at the Tony-winning actors, 

Grammy-winning recording artists and A-list 
comedians who have graced the Westhampton Beach 
Performing Arts Center (WHBPAC) stage over the 
years, it’s impossible not to look at the temporarily 
darkened theater without a whiff of sadness. But, 
as new Executive Director Julienne Penza-Boone 
puts it, “Even though the stage is dark, the theater 
is illuminated.” With a strong lineup of virtual 
programming and educational programs, WHBPAC 
continues to be a strong arts organization for East 
Enders to learn from and enjoy. 

“What became really comforting was to look at our 
mission statement and say, ‘What are we here to do? 
We're here to uplift people through the arts and how can 
we do that without having 425 people stand shoulder 
to shoulder?’ So that’s kind of guided us,” Penza-Boone 
explains. Some of the programs on offer naturally 
lent themselves to Zoom, like the weekly Songwriting 
Circle. “People submit their lyrics, and the lyrics come 
up on the screen share, people play one at a time and 
our facilitator gives feedback.” There are also master 
classes with Broadway performers. “With Broadway 
dark, suddenly we have access to Tony nominees!” 
she says, noting that the Wicked Musical Director Dan 
Micciche will be giving a workshop. Other upcoming 
programs include a virtual adaptation of WHBPAC’s 
long-running series The Moment, which connects 
participants with experts from various fields outside 
the arts. “How can we use The Moment to help people 


participate in self-care? We’ve moved it to Zoom and 
had people talk about yoga, fitness, interior design... 
we're kind of building the plane as we're flying it.” 
For all the streaming and virtual shows, WHBPAC has 
invested in new camera equipment to 
optimize quality. 

Penza-Boone assumed the role of 
Executive Director in April, which 
was not the most opportune time to 
start steering such a gargantuan ship, 
but she was up for the challenge. “I 
came to WHBPAC 12 years ago and 
I had just come out of grad school 
and I was in theater education. It was 
pretty niche—I wanted to work in the 
education department of a theater . 
and that was at the height of the 
recession,” she explains. “But because 
I’ve been with the organization for 
so long, I feel like I really know the 
community. It felt sort of natural 
to move into the spot with that 
understanding. I’m all about forward 
motion. It was a crazy time, it’s not 
how I anticipated moving into the position but it’s 
also allowed me to sort of forge a new path instead of 
following the steps that have kept us successful for the 
last 20 years. We have to reexamine things.” 

As for education, Penza-Boone is particularly excited 
about the upcoming virtual offerings. “We have a

huge education program, and we're optimistic we can 
run camps this summer, albeit in a different way,” 
she explains. “We'll keep our class sizes small. It’s 
important for kids to have something to do’after being 
trapped in their homes. So if 
we're allowed, we'll offer those 
opportunities,” The theater is 
also planning a big fundraising 
push for the Arts Academy. 

Penza-Boone believes in 
the power of the arts to bring 
solace and hope in a dark time. 
“We have to engage in the art,” 
she says. “When we're in the 
moment of watching something, 
we're able to escape and feel 
good. Live performance teaches 
us to be in the moment.” 
Most of all, though, WHBPAC 
will continue to be a positive 
force in the community. 
“That’s what’s important to 
us—remaining a beacon of 
positivity for our patrons. We 
want to keep it positive. That’s what the arts are 
supposed to do.”

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Bay Streets Scott Schwarz: From Stage to Virtual Stage 


ne of the most magical aspects of live theater is that no 

two performances are ever exactly the same. No two 
audiences of any given show will experience the exact same 
thing. Bay Street Theater and Sag Harbor Center for the 
Arts Artistic Director Scott Schwartz, whose directing work 
extends beyond the East End, to London’s West End and 
even Japan, knows that more than most. So in the age of 
social distancing, an important question arises: how do we 
-even begin to recreate that magic when we can’t experience 
live, in-person theater? For now, it seems, there’s no easy 
answer. But Schwartz isn’t losing hope. 

~ Bay Street Theater’s virtual offerings have thus far sought 
“to cultivate and maintain a community atmosphere and: 
create magical moments for audiences. “The reaction’s 
been fantastic,” Schwartz says. “The main thing we’ve been 
doing i is a new program, Fridays @ 5 Sip & Sing. It’s an’ 
hour-long cocktail party and singalong. We get wonderful 
singers and cabaret performers to do it. We’ve gotten over 
400 people at some of these. We'll absolutely be continuing 
that fo ‘the foreseeable future.” The theater has also 
brought its extensive educational programs online, and that 
has extended beyond workshops for kids, with adult classes 
“Introduction to the Joys of Opera presented by Divaria 
Productions and playwright Wade Dooley’s Wednesdays 
with Wade, a writing workshop. It’s very important to Bay 
‘Street that their annual summer camps continue in some 
form, as well. “Our plan for the summer is to offer our 
camps for ages 4 through young teenagers,” Schwartz says. 

“Our! hope i is to do some of that in person. We're still trying 
to see how things shape up. If that doesn’t feel safe, we'll 
offer them online.” 

Bay Street’s signature summer event, the annual gala, will 
also return in a digital form. “We just feel it’s not realistic 
to ask 400 people to gather,” Schwartz says. “Instead, we’re 
going to create a fantastic online event which will be star- 
studded. We're going to be continuing our new tradition of 
doing Broadway by the decade and this year we'll celebrate’ 
musicals from the 1970s. We’re going to be honoring and 
remember different people. We’re hoping it will air in June. 
We want it to be really funny and delightful. We’re kind of 
‘modeling if on a 1970s telethon, so it will have that style. 
It'll be a fun and special event. There’s something about 
doing something a bit nostalgic. ‘Ah yes, remember the 
glory days of the ’7os.” 

Unfortunately, due to government restrictions, the 
2020 mainstage season has been suspended. “Under 
these circumstances we're not going to be able to do any 
producing,” Schwartz explains, “including our comedy 
series and Music Monday series. We do feel if things start 
‘to change we could have some [smaller events] later in 
the summer.” This falls closely in line with the rest of 
the theater world—Broadway has gone dark until at least 
‘September. And it’s been tough for Schwartz, who had just 
opened the high-profile Prince of Egypt on the West End. 
His Japan production of The Hunchback of Notre Dame has 
also been put on hold. But the optimistic Schwartz has been 
able to put these instances into perspective. “It’s all just on 
pause,” he says. “At some point, things will pick up again.” 

And despite the world of theater being a little worse for 
wear, Schwartz remains hopeful. “In these times it’s scary 
to say it, but the exchange of breath and life force between 
people, but the opportunity to look forward to a time we 
can come together and experience things that are uplifting 
and transformative to the spirit and which we share as a 
community and which happen only one time,” Schwartz ..

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ith a beautiful art gallery and stunning jewel 
box theater, Guild Hall has been a mainstay of 
East Hampton since 1931. But it hasn’t achieved its 
ubiquity and success by resting on its laurels. Executive 
Director Andrea Grover knew in March that the storied 
institution would have to adapt to keep things going. 
As Grover and her staff quickly worked to make sure 
Guild Hall didn’t disappear during the quarantine, 
they discovered “inventiveness out of necessity.” 
“We're actually having a little bit of fun, if I can 
admit it,” Grover says, “being innovative and figuring 
out solutions as a group very quickly. We are working 
on a very dynamic summer season, because the details 
surrounding the pandemic and best practices for 
reopening are shapeshifting every day and so we're 
looking at hybrid approaches to our summer program.” 
In the ensuing months since COVID-19 hit, Guild Hall 
has offered virtual programming. “We’ve learned how 
to operate in the virtual world very quickly,” Grover 
says. “That is our single platform right now. As we 
approach a reopening date, we're going to be prepared 
to put things online or offline or a hybrid of both. For 
instance, if we’re mandated to have smaller audiences 
but still want to reach a broader population we'd do 
a live performance. that is also live broadcast. Our 


summer exhibition will be both online and offline. 
And if we were to do a presentation or performance 
we could do [several] shows to accommodate people 
for their safety and comfort. We’ve talked to a lot of 
professionals who are doing benefit and performance 
events online and we're talking about in the future 
investing in broadcast quality recording of our highest 
profile performances.” 

Guild Hall has so far offered virtual staged readings 
like their star-studded Portrait of Tennessee, starring 
Mercedes Ruehl and Harris Yulin, Q&As with artists 
such as Elaine de Kooning House artist-in-residence 
Eric Haze and will continue to present interesting new 
programs. So far, the reaction has been incredibly 
positive. “It’s been kind of unbelievable,” Grover 
marvels. “We started taking attendance online and 
the participation for a 10-day period was 16,000 
people participating. For us, we have 60,000 people 
come through Guild Hall a year on average, so it’s a 
pretty encouraging number! With the online program 
our seating capacity is unlimited.” Grover says that 
members of the Guild Hall staff have really had the 
chance to blossom during this time, with everyone 
contributing ideas for virtual programming. 

The summer lineup has, unsurprisingly, been

revamped over the last eight weeks. A major exhibition 
featuring the works of Robert Longo has been 
postponed until 2021, but Longo helped Guild Hall 
prepare a different show, All for the Hall, an exhibition 
featuring donated works to be hung in the gallery 
and available for purchase online to help Guild Hall 
running. “That was a real gift for us,” Grover says. 
She is also hoping to utilize the outdoor space around 
Guild Hall for smaller live performances. “Instead of 
having this roster of really glittery names, we are going 
to focus on the glittery names that are right here in the 
community and help to restart the creative economy 
here,” she says. 

While the future is uncertain, history shows us that 
the arts always find a way to stay alive and Grover 
wants Guild Hall to continue to be an artistic epicenter 
for the East End: “The arts are there to say that 
we'll always have the music of Bach and the plays of 
Shakespeare and these touchstones that remind us that 
people who lived hundreds of years ago have shared 
the same emotional depths that we do today.”

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Finding a Way Back to Suffolk Theater 


iverhead’s Suffolk Theater has 

been presenting live music, 
comedy and other entertainment 
under the direction of Daniel 
Binderman since 2014, and though 
the theater is temporarily dark right 
now, it'll be back. 

“We have a lot of great shows 
coming up, and there’s so much to 
be announced,” Binderman says “A 
lot of it is based upon the holding 
pattern [we're in]. I’m honestly really 
excited about the fall, between the 
shows we've already announced and 
down the line.” Announced acts 
include comedian Kevin Nealon and 
singer-songwriter Kevin Lightfoot. 
Music icon Janis [an has been 
pushed to 2021, but it’s a testament 
to the theater (and Binderman) that 
such esteemed talent continues to 
grace the stage there. 

Binderman, a musician himself 
and lifelong lover of the arts, has 
been integral to Suffolk Theater’s success over the 
years. “It took a lot of experimentation to figure out 
what our niche was,” he explains, “what the community 
wanted from us and why we were there. I listen to our 
audience, I talk with people and hear what they want, 
and I think about what I love and find that intersection. 
People try to do ‘formulas’ and a lot of times they don’t 
work. If you don’t really love certain [artists or genres] 
but think they'll work...eventually it doesn’t work. You 
have to be part of the community and part of what 


they love about these artists to understand. I think this 
community and me share a lot of sensibilities and I’m 
lucky I found that.” Binderman continues, “The fact 
that I genuinely love the music and the comedy and all 
the entertainment we do, combined with the fact that 
it’s a great experience, that led to our finding a place. I 
focus on people having a good time.” 

Talking to Binderman about the theater, it’s 
almost impossible not to be moved by his infectious 
enthusiasm and sheer love he has for his job. “I’ve been 


to the theater a few times during this 
whole thing and I walked in years 
ago to a glorious, remarkable space, 
something like no other theater I’'d 
seen,” Binderman says, “and over 
the years it’s been filled with so 
many memories and legends and 
people just lighting up. Seeing the 
theater without that saddened me. 
I think about what Bob and Dianne 
[Castaldi, owners] must have seen 
years back when it was in disrepair 
and not even doing shows at all and 
I see why they were so inspired. 
It’s meant to have performances. It’s 
meant to be a place of celebration 
and have these legends come and be 
enjoyed. I think there are so many 
people for whom it’s been what it’s 
been for me, which is a remarkable 
inspiration. I’m just really looking 
forward to seeing it back.” ’ 

So while an opening date is still up 
in the air, the future is hopeful. “All 
I can say for what’s next is, we’re looking forward to 
what’s next!” Binderman exclaims. “We have so much 
great art and entertainment coming up and artists are 
eager to get out there again, and audiences are eager 
too. I think when we come back we're going to enjoy it 
all the more.” i.

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Southampton Aus Center Remains Nimble ina Changing Would 


OVID-19 may have physically separated the East 
End, but a community can remain bonded, even 
when apart. With this in mind, Southampton Arts 
Center (SAC) Executive Director Tom Dunn and his 
team spent the last two months devising innovative 
ways to continue their mission in the new paradigm. 

“This is a challenging time for all small 
businesses, including nonprofit cultural. I think that 
we successfully pivoted to digital and to online 
programming like most of our peers during the 
quarantine,” Dunn says, describing their efforts to 
keep SAC active and relevant while everyone in the | 
region was forced to stay home. 

Immediately after the shelter-in-place order, 
SAC Artistic Director Amy Kirwin curated and led 
a community art share, offering area residents a 
creative outlet and a platform to share their work. 
SAC presented the exhibition in a series of YouTube 
videos, updated and published as more. submissions 
were added. The final exhibition collected images of 
160 works in a wide range of media from artists of all 
ages and status—from brand-new to well-established. 
But Dunn says they've done much more than simply 
show art. 

“During this time we've really made a concerted 
effort to support and shine a light on those in our 
community who are in need of help, and that includes 
the artists,” Dunn adds. “We've provided pro-bono 
council and services to artists who are navigating 
emergency relief grants. We've listed resources for a 
variety of artists. We also try to use our platform to 
promote other small businesses that remained open, 
so we've done a lot of promoting of our neighboring 
businesses, because we're all in this together.” 

Dunn says SAC is eager to reopen now that summer is

underway and the Hamptons is returning to something 
closer to normal life. And he says they will do so as. soon 
as the government allows it. Still, they remain focused 
on presenting more germane subject matter at SAC, 
rather than ignoring the elephant in the room. “We're 
eager to [reopen] in a very safe and very measured 
manner,” Dunn continues, noting that they ve put their 
pre-COVID-19 summer shows on hold and planned a 
new exhibition to better reflect this unique moment 
in history. “We wanted to be a little more responsive 
to the world we're living in right now,” Dunn explains. 
“I don’t mean to be cagey—we haven’t announced it 
yet—but we've got a presenting partner that we're 
working with. So together we just sort of pivoted in a 
more timely direction. It happened very naturally, and 
thankfully we and our partner were nimble enough to 
change course so we can be as relevant and impactful 


as possible.” 


First, to celebrate Memorial Day weekend, SAC 
just announced that they will host a drive-in movie 
screening of Steven Spielberg’s 1981 classic Raiders 
of the Lost Ark at Coopers Beach in Southampton on 
Saturday, May 23 at 8:30 p.m. “We're really excited 
about that as a first step in reopening and bringing 
our community back together,” Dunn says, noting 
that the idea was born shortly after Governor Cuomo 
endorsed the notion of drive-ins as a safe way to bring 
communities back together. “SAC Board leadership 
reached out swiftly to Mayor Warren and we quickly 
put a plan together,” he says of the screening. 

Clearly, SAC is adapting to the changing 
circumstances and doing what they can to serve 
the community and offer valuable: programming, 
whether people are out and about or staying at home. 

“What we've learned during this quarantine, if 
God forbid it were to happen again, is it positions 
us strongly to continue to make strides with virtual 
and online programs,” Dunn points out. “At SAC 
wee dedicated and committed to community building 
through the arts. And whether that’s in an online 
setting or whether that’s in our preferable setting at 
25 Jobs Lane, our mission remains the same. We’re 
in service of this great community and an economic 
driver for our downtown—all while creating really 
thoughtful, curated artistic experiences.”

Try seeing them all in one day or 
spreading it out over the long weekend. Or make your 
stops throughout the summer. None of these public 
pieces are going away. 


STARGAZER BY LINDA SCOTT 
County Road Ill, Manorville 
A monumental work that rarely goes unnoticed, this 
50-foot, red sculpture is an abstract representation 
of a buck’s head looking to the sky while chewing a 
branch (that’s right; it’s NOT a rooster). Since artist 
Linda Scott built “Stargazer” in 1990 it has become an 
unofficial welcome sign to the Hamptons as visitors 
drive from 495 to Route 27 for the final leg of their 
trip east. The-sculpture has fallen in to disrepair and 
been refurbished numerous times since Scott’s death 
in 2015, but fans always seem to step up and keep her 
legacy alive. 


WALKING FIGURE BY DONALD BAECHLER 
Collins Way, Westhampton Beach 
Standing tall at the center of a traffic circle by 
Francis Gabreski Airport, this 30-foot metal female 
figure looms large. Baechler originally sculpted the 
crude, diamond-shaped body in papier-maché and cast 
it in bronze before enlarging the form in aluminum.

share of haters since the artist erected it in 2014, but 
it’s always better to see these things in person and 
judge for yourself. 


MAN C SARS 
25 Jobs Cane, Southampton 

Back behind the Southampton Arts Center’s wrought 
iron fences and brick walls sits 18 busts of Rome’s 
great emperors. Each Caesar rests atop a column and 
faces another across the grass, creating a sort of head- 
topped colonnade that’s a pleasure to walk. Brought to 
Southampton by collector Samuel Longstreth Parrish 
in the late 19" century, the marble busts are copies 
of the Vatican’s originals in Rome. Look for all the 
big names from history, such as Julius Caesar, Caesar 
Augustus, Caligula, Nero, Hadrian and all the rest. Any 
fan of ancient Rome will love seeing these and picking 
out your favorite emperors. See if you can do it without 
checking the names. 


Parrish Art Museum, 279 Montauk Highway, 
Water Mill 

Installed in 2014, this massive pair of sculptures 
by late Southampton pop art icon Roy Lichtenstein 
(1923-1997) is impossible to miss. Designed as three- 
dimensional strokes of paint, as would appear in the 
artist’s Ben Day dot-adorned paintings, the works 
were fabricated in aluminum and painted. “Tokyo 
Brushstroke I” weighs more than 12,000 pounds in 
two pieces, while “Tokyo Brushstroke II” (closer to 
Montauk Highway) is 19 feet tall and weighs about 
5,000 pounds. The sheer size of them is something to 
behold, and they couldn’t be easier to find. 


O JORDAN HAE B 26 
oy Road, Sao Harbor 
Hidden from view beneath the Jordan 


Haerter Veteran’s Memorial Bridge between Sag 
Harbor and North Haven, this approximately 50 x 
15-foot mural is a colorful tribute to a fallen local 
hero, and the bridge’s namesake, U.S. Marine LCpl. 
Jordan Haerter. We don’t usually come out in support 
of what might be considered vandalism, no matter 
how well done, but this piece of illegal graffiti by the 
mysterious AMP 26 became sanctioned street art in 
2009 after Village residents and officials pressured 
the NY State Department of Transportation not to 
remove it. Haerter was killed in 2008 while saving

others during a suicide attack on a checkpoint he was 
guarding in Ramadi, Iraq. He was just 19 years old. 
The mural, featuring Captain America, an eagle and 
American flag motif is permitted to remain until it is 
defaced or deteriorates, which has yet to happen. Go 
see it while it’s still here. 


iT XIX BY ROBERT MOJESKI 
Montauk Highway 
(west of Town Line Road), Sagaponack 

Erected in 2014 on Ken Schwenk’s farm field along 
Route 27, this 19-foot, metal kinetic sculpture features a 
huge yellow ball that spins precariously atopa wave-like, 
red-runged base. The eye-catching piece commands 
attention in its south of the highway location. For bonus 
points, check out Mojeski’s other kinetic sculpture, 
“Amateur Hour,” a giant marble luge that runs bowling 
balls, at the Green Thumb Market in Water Mill. 


DRIFTED CORAL BY KEN HIRATSUKA 
Driftwood Cove, Montauk 
Only visible during very low tide, this 2004 rock 
carving by artist Ken Hiratsuka has attracted a lot 
of attention over the last 15 years, even causing 
some to believe it’s some sort of ancient alien or 


Atlantean artifact. The piece, featuring one continuous, 
curving line that never crosses itself, is emblematic 
of Hiratsuka’s oeuvre, which can be seen in at least 
19 countries around the world, including Japan, 
Mongolia, Brazil and Columbia, to name a few. And 
the beauty of it all is this will indeed one day become 
an ancient artifact looked upon with wonder by 
future civilizations. 


LOST AT SEA MEMORIAL 
BY MALCOLM FRAZIER 
2000 Montauk Highway, Montauk 

Dedicated in 1999 to honor local commercial 
fishermen lost at sea, this 8-foot bronze sculpture of a 
fisherman pulling up a line sits heroically atop a 7-foot 
tall, 12-ton pink granite base. Standing tall next to the 
Montauk Lighthouse, the piece includes 120 names 
carved into its stone, paying tribute to those who 
perished—from James Szekely in 1998, all the way back 
to young sailors Jeremiah Conkling, Lewis Mulford, 
Henry Parsons and William Skellinx, who died together 
in 1719. Among others remembered are souls lost in 
The Pelican wreck of 1951, victims of the 1939 hurricane 

and many more who lost their lives. BL

“7° he lights were on. And in their glimmer, some hope. 

When the East End shut down in March, nobody knew what to do, where to 
go. In a matter of days, the term “new norma!” was being used, while we all looked 
for something that resembled the old normal. A burger, a pizza, a cup of coffee, a 
margarita...that’s where we found it. 

“The government put us into a category of something called ‘essential,” says 
Ian Duke, owner of Union Burger Bar and Southampton Social Club, with a bit of 
wonder in his voice. “And I have to tell you, if you had asked somebody last year, 
would you describe our industry, in a pandemic, as essential, I think most people 
would have said no. I think most people would think, “Well, why is it essential? You 
can go to the supermarket, you can stock up your fridge and you can make food at 
home.’ I probably wouldn’t have thought it myself.” 

Yet essential they have been. Even though you couldn’t go inside and grab a table 
or a Seat at the bar, the fact that restaurants were allowed to open in any fashion at 
all showed us there was a way to start moving ahead. Social distancing was a new 


concept, yet the transition to takeout and delivery and the introduction of ideas 


like contact-free curbside pickup that came from the restaurant world helped us all 
adapt such practices to other parts of our lives. Such a transition, and so quickly, 
may not have come had it not been restaurants that were taking the lead. 

Duke is quick to point out that “society has done such an unbelievably good job 
of supporting, right out of the gate, all of the very important people, who we agree 
are really essential, and that’s all of the hospital workers, all of the people on the 
frontlines....What they've done really is not measurable.” Yet he and fellow members 
of the East End hospitality industry have also seen first-hand how society has gotten 
behind them as well, and with great appreciation. 

“Restaurants create an emotional bond with the public,” says Stephen 
Loffredo, partner at Seasoned Hospitality, owners of the Claudio’s restaurants 
in Greenport. “We all have fond memories of events in our lives that were 
celebrated at a restaurant. This might include a birthday, anniversary or, during 
this time of year, a graduation. I think this is why the public has illustrated 


such a sense of support and sentiment.” 

“In the word hospitality is the word hospital,” adds Erik Warner of Eagle Point 
Hotel Partners, which owns Greenport’s The Halyard at Sound View restaurant. 
“As restaurant operators it is in our nature to “take care” of our fellow wo/man 
by nourishing them. That purpose does not go away when our restaurants close, 
and that is why you see so many of our brothers and sisters taking care of those 
in need.... The public realizes that the people who have ‘taken care’ of them for so 
long, have been hit the hardest, and there is a real sense of “giving back” in the 
community, so they want to help those that have in the past brought their families 
and communities together.”

“When we took over Claudio’s in 2018, we knew we were taking on the 
responsibility of honoring a local legacy. This is more important than ever in today’s 
environment—people need to know that though life is different, the monuments of 
stability still stand,” says Seasoned Hospitality partner Tora Matsuoka. “We feel this 
wholeheartedly, which is why we [recently] opened Crabby Jerry’s and Claudio’s 
Pizza. As one of the only local waterfront venues open, we feel a responsibility to 
be here—to offer a sense of normalcy, though it’s not the format people are used to, 
especially at our venue. Moreover, we employ a wonderful set of local talent, and our 
ownership felt incredibly driven to support and provide job security.” 

Keeping as many locals employed as possible has been a key focus of the East 
End culinary community during these times, particularly as the loss of jobs in the 
restaurant industry here and across the nation helped crystalize exactly what was 
happening in the economy. And as individuals and families were hit across all sectors, 
the public responded with such support and sentiment for restaurant workers in 
particular that it helped create an air of empathy for myriad, unrelated industries. 

Along the way, patrons found a renewed appreciation for the fact that our 
restaurants have always been incredible supporters of local charities and community 
events, and that dedication has earned a new spotlight of late. It was always there, 
just perhaps less noticed, Now, it seems, customers have — (CONTINUED ON NEXT PAGE)

not only noticed, for example, the donations of meals to healthcare workers and food 
to pantries, but are connecting themselves to that chain. 

“For us, the local community has been unbelievably supportive of local restaurants,” 
Duke says. “You wouldn’t believe the number of people who call us and are killing 
two birds with one stone—buying food for the hospital! Dozens of people calling and 
ordering lunches for 50, 75, 100 people because they want to support these people 
and have a real positive energy. And at the same time, they support our business, 
tipping 30% or 40% to the staff. I can only give praise and gratitude to everyone in 
the local community for all they have done, for us and, more importantly, for those 
on the frontlines.”

“Restaurants are now part of our culture,” Warner says. “They are places where the 
bonds of a community are created and maintained. No one says, ‘I 
just had a great plane ride’ and bonded with a group of folks during 
a flight. Bonding happens over sharing a meal, breaking bread, with 
strangers or those familiar to us. When you cut off this piece of our 
culture, my fear is that integral bonds of our communities will start 
to loosen.” 

For all the hurdles already faced, new challenges are coming as 
summer arrives, challenges that will place new stresses upon those 
delicate bonds. Operating standards must be adapted for rules that 
are not yet even in place, rules that could change daily. “We are 
rewriting the playbook of how to operate a kitchen, front of house, 
bar, etcetera,” Warner continues. “The new standards for the new 
normal have never been put into practice, and therefore it has been 
challenging because we want to have an experience that makes our 
guests feel safe while being ‘taken care of like they did when the 
dined with us in the past.” 

And there you have it, a seemingly impossible equation. People 
want so badly to return to the norms of yesterday, but with the 
new rules of today and the unknown of tomorrow. Add into 
consideration government regulations and the wants of a diverse, demanding clientele 
and the speed with which everyone needs to move, even as they are told to move 
slowly in some case...well, it won’t be easy. 


Dede Gotthelf, owner of the Southampton Inn and its onsite eatery Claude’s- 


Restaurant, notes that dining establishments need to be ready to do more now as 
the summer season arrives—Claude’s has been offering take-away breakfast since 
March, for example, but is adding their Great American Picnic menus with the arrival 
of Memorial Day weekend. Additionally comes the challenge of educating consumers 
about other changes. “All food is ‘to go,” she says, “but since the inn is situated on 
five acres with a café, ballroom, courtyard, pool patio, gardens—people can take their 
picnic baskets to whatever area they prefer. Inside, outside, their guest rooms, or even 
to Agawam Park.” 

Such efforts also need to go beyond individual establishments, she notes. The 
“we are all in this together” mentality is one that will help everyone rise up. “We are

distributing a list of all open village restaurants, stores that offer curbside pick-up, 
and museum virtual and ‘spaced out’ events, like drive-in movies at the Southampton 
Arts Center,” Gotthelf says. “I certainly hope for health and safety—for my wonderful 
employees, for the Village and our community, and for our visitors—so that we can 
share this magnificent place with beaches, beautiful light, gardens, farms, sailing and 
delicious, albeit separated, foods.” 

Ultimately, a successful reopening, through its many phases and the inevitable 
starts and pauses and restarts still to come, will depend in large part on how the desire 
to attract crowds and have them enjoy all the East End has to offer is balanced with 
the expectations, emotional state and behavior of those crowds. There will be no one-. 
size-fits-all group, but rather many groups, from the conservative to-the cavalier. Yes, 
another challenge. : 

“Summer Season 2020 in the Hamptons will not be like 
prior years and decades,” says Golden Pear owner. Keith 

. Davis. “Everyone has suffered psychologically, some more than 
others. Some are still living in utter fear of the virus, which is 
disturbing and sad, and is not going to change quickly. People 
are not going to go to restaurants until the case numbers drop 
significantly and the medical community provides guidance 
on this. You will witness tense and aggressive behavior in 
restaurants and bar areas when people don’t maintain the 
six feet of separation and/or don’t wear a mask. The sense 
of entitlement that some people have and believe is their 
birthright will cause them to behave in ways that will be selfish, 
rude and condescending. I sincerely hope this is mitigated by 
restaurant owners and managers.” 

“A big question is, how do we all tailor our businesses for the 
different crowds that are going to be out there while still staying 
within the scope of the law and creating safe environments for 
everybody,” adds Duke. “Not knowing if it’s going to be 25% of 
our capacity, not knowing if we’re going to be able to use all our 

space outdoors or is it 50%? We don’t know. Bars can’t be open, but can people sit and 

eat at the bar? There are so many little nuances in our industry, and that’s always the 
case, but now we have to micromanage them in the age of coronavirus. 

“That’s going to be trying, but we’re in a business where trying is part of the game,” 
Duke continues with his trademark glass-is-always-more-than-half-full optimism. 
Of course, one needs such an outlook when dealing with all this while also working 
on opening the new Union Steak & Sushi restaurant in Southampton this summer. 
“I think if you ask anyone who has ever worked in this industry and stayed in it, 
they will say the reason they love it is because you just never know what’s going to 
happen. You wanted to have that difficulty, that challenge, and figure it out. Now, 
nobody wants a pandemic, obviously, but I do feel that if anyone is suited to handle 
a crisis like this, it’s people who have been dealing with difficulties throughout 


every day.” i 
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nyone who’s taking social distancing seriously 

knows how difficult it can be to get the foods we 
want, especially on the East End. It’s even harder 
to find fresh, quality foods.

We are all trying to adjust to the new ‘normal but 
Zoom meetings, FaceTime and live streaming are likely 
here to stay indefinitely. Whether its a_ FaceTime 
happy hour with friends or a Zoom business meeting, 
we cannot deny the convenience of communicating virtually. 
While it is true that there are virtual backgrounds available, I 
prefer creating a pleasant, personal space in my home that reflects 
who I am. 


¢ When you Zoom, you are essentially inviting people into your 
personal ‘space. Think about how you want to represent yourself. 
If this is a business meeting, how do you want to represent your 
brand? Put your best face forward! 


¢ Lighting is critical. Natural light is best, if possible. The light 
source should be in front of you or to the side rather than behind 
you. Too much light will wash out your facial features, and too 
little light will obscure them or cast shadows. I do a preview before

the actual event as a trial run prior to any formal or important Zoom meetings so I 
can adjust the lighting as necessary. For the most attractive and balanced lighting 


consider purchasing a ring light, easily found on Amazon, that is what the “pros” 


are using. 


_¢T have found that raising my camera level (on a. stack of ‘books) is more flattering 
and natural, as opposed to having the camera look up at you. 


¢ I prefer a background that is not too busy or distracting. Ideally, you want a 
background that lends itself to participants being able to focus on you. 


¢ One of the most popular and effective backgrounds I’ve 
seen used repeatedly is a bookcase. Books are understated 
yet visually appealing. Bookcases don’t need to be filled with 
only books. Intersperse the books with decorative items and 
accessories that reflect your interests. They also don’t need 
to be completely filled, as negative space will create depth of 
field. I also like bookcases for their symmetry. Keeping your 
background balanced is a nice approach. 


¢ Fresh flowers and live plants will infuse instant life into a 
Zoom background. 


+ Be wary of reflective surfaces, such as a glass table or a 
mirror, which could cause glare. 


e Many of the same principles apply when creating a pleasing 
Zoom background that apply when creating beautiful interior 
design: Balance, simplicity, focal points, “less is more,” 
attractive colors combinations and the use of texture are some 
of my go-to design fundamentals!

A security system is not just window and door alarm 
points. Many systems we install monitor conditions 
like water leaks and temperatures.

The New Realty Reality 


éé Here we are in the driveway, doing FaceTime while 

the buyer is walking through a house where the 
owner has put all the lights on and opened up all the 
doors so nobody touches a switch or a knob, and you 
have to leave your shoes outside and wear gloves and a 
mask or a hazmat suit to make sure you're safe. 

“Is it doable? Yes. Short term, it’s doable. Is it 
optimal? No way.” 

Town & Country Real Estate CEO Judi Desiderio 
isn’t describing some otherworldly scenario, we well 
know, but rather the surreal state of real estate in the 
new normal. It happens to be a scene playing out here 
in the Hamptons, but really, it could be anywhere. And 
the issues it raises, even as it hits the market here in 
unique ways, bring up universal questions. 

“Long-term, I don’t see humanoids being able to keep 
such distance and have such a lack of tactile stimuli,” 
Desiderio continues. “And real estate is probably one of 
the most personal things. You're not buying a shirt, or a 
bottle of vodka or even a plant. You’re buying a house.” 

Or renting one.'Or trying to rent one, perhaps. Our 
East End rental market made national news as New 
York state began to shut down back in March, and the 
mass exodus from New York City drove thousands of 
people who once only visited in the summertime to 
start searching for a longer-term Hamptons or North 
Fork haven for themselves and their families. 

For those who already owned second homes, those 
seasonal escapes immediately evolved into full-time 
residences. The supply of rentals that might otherwise 
have been on the market changed, the way people 
looked at the value of long-term renting and ownership 
changed...and, as we arrive at Memorial Day weekend, 
East End real estate leaders come together to discuss 
just how much that change will influence this summer 
and beyond.

“The rental market is off the charts. The starter was 
people wanting to flee the city in early spring.

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“From a commercial perspective, retailers and 
restaurants are in a holding pattern. Retailers are 
closed and restaurants can only do take-out. I have 
been in discussions with both the tenants and landlords 
regarding rent payments. For the most part, rents 
have not been paid for April and May for retailers, and 
restaurants have paid reduced levels.

It completely 
brought to a halt short-term rentals and put back in 
the saddle Memorial Day through Labor Day or May 
through September. Good luck trying to find a really 
beautiful one.”
